Business Act
Last Thursday, I voted against and the House passed H.R. 4154.  The
death tax was set to expire on January 1, 2010; however, this legislation
will keep the death tax at a rate of 45% and the exemption level at $3.5
million indefinitely.  I continue to support a permanent repeal of the death
tax.  Since it places such a large burden on small business and farmers, its
elimination would have a significant and positive impact on our economy
and budget.  The former director of the non-partisan Congressional Budget
Office has projected an estimated increase of 1.5 million small business
jobs, an increase of $1.6 trillion in small business capital, a reduction of
the unemployment rate by .9 percent and expanded investment if the
death tax were repealed.

Congressman McCaul with Houston Mayor Bill White at last Thursday's
discussion with Assistant Secretary of the Army for Acquisition, Logistics
and Technology, Dean Popps, regarding the Army’s decision to award the FMTV
contract to Oshkosh Corporation.  McCaul, White and Congressman Chet Edwartds
hosted the meeting, which was well attended by the Texas Congressional delegation,
the Governor's office and economic development leaders from Houston, Sealy and
Katy.  McCaul and the bipartisan coalition continue to build their case for reversing
the Army's decision and ensuring that BAE Systems continues to produce the FMTV
for the U.S. military.
